The envoys of the five peimanent members of the Securitjr 
Council and tiie envoy of the European Union to Sud^ met in Doha 

■ on May 17, 2009, (o conduct political consiUiations concerning Ifae 
political process takix\g place in Doha, to resolve the Darfor pioblenv 

; and to discuss appropiiate means of providing; new impetus to peace 
talks aimed at finding a settlement of the issue.

put peace process back on track. 

E6 Envoys call upon all pazties to this conflict in Oaifiir to cease 
hostilities and engage in the ongoing peace process iii Doha. 

Envoys call upon all pazli«a lo demonstrate ihftii 
commitment to the s£riou3 seazcK hr a solutioii to the jssuc and put 
an end fo the soffeiing of lihz peopk of D^or. 

E6 Envoys also call upon the intematioiud community and 
1 neighboring countries to support &e peace process and to consolidate 

all the initiafives of mediation and other endeavors and integrate 
them in the broad 6amewotk of the Doha peace process. 

£6 Envoys welcome the progress achieved by the talks between 
tiie Sudanese Govefrunene and the United Nations on FacilitatiOiL of

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Humanitarian Activities in Dacfor and appreciate the efforts of the 
Special Envoy of U.S. Fieaident to Sudan in order to ensure the flow 
of humaiUtaiian assistance to the ledpjents and the non-exi5tetvt of 

any gap in this regard. 

E6 Envoys reiterate their countries' willingne&s to play their full 
role in providing the necessary assistance for reconitmction awi 
development in Dazfur once a peace agrecmavt is reached and to act 
towards a transition from hnmanita/ian a^sistanoe to development 
cooperation. 

E6 Envoys demand that aid for feconstmction and development 
be redirected to support durable peace and reconciliation among ihe 
people in Darfur and that the aid reach all sectors of society in Darfor. 

E6 Envoys support the Darfurian-Darfurian Dialogue pDD) as 
an all-indusive process in which all stakeholders ate represatted with 
a view to eliminating all the causes of fragmentation and division 
among groups in Darfor and building solid foundations for a 
common future of peace and harmony. 

The Evoys welcome the Doha Accord to normalize relations 
between Chad and Sudan, express their deep concern at tftt 
deteriorating security siuiation along the borders betwe«\ the two 
countries and demand the parties to exerdse restraint and act without 
delay to implement the steps agreed upon to ensure that security and 
stability prevail in th* region. 

B6 Envoys have expressed their appreciation of the efforts of m 
Highness Sheikh Hamad bin Khalifa Al-Than^ Emir of the State of 
Qatar aimed atreadung a peaceful solution to the problem. They also 
have expressed appreciation of the efforts made by the State of Qatar 
to host thia meeting.

E6 Envoys unenimousiy fecognized the oecessiiy to nq^idly move towards a 
Cesulson of Hosiilitjea md final agrBfimfsnt for Poilbr. Taking into account 
the timeiahle set out in the C?A they jomdy expressed eoncem that the 
stability of Sudan end the regiOD could be undarmined by the continued Uck 
of a &^ settlement for Darfhr^ They iciterated theijr commitment to &dlitate 
the process Iti uy w&y possible and agreed to meet as necessary in support of 
this. 
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
